Survey sewer system

Two engineering firms were 
considered for employment by 
the Granite City Council 
Monday night to improve 
sanitary sewer service. 

Mayor Paul Schuler was 
authorized by the council to 
enter into agreements with the 
two firms for mropeeed sewer 
work. 

One firm, Flagg, \Scheibal, 
Sherbut & Associates, Inc., 
Edwardsville, is to design 
sanitary sewer systems to serve 
homes in the Emert and Zippel 
avenues area and residents on 
Norwood Drive. 

The mayor also was 
authorized to enter into 
agreement with the Sverdrup & 
Parcel and Associates, Inc., 
engineers-architects, St. Louis, 
for a comprehensive study of 
most of the city’s existing 
sanitary sewer system which 
will conclude with a final report 
listing suggestions for solving 
sewer problems. 

‘The Flagg, Scheibdl, Sherbut 


& Associates firm, if hired by 
Schuler, witl survey and 
provide engineering for new 
sewers in two areas. Two 
parallel sewer lines from 
Maryville Road to Franklin 
Avenue are tentatively planned, 
one between Emert and Gary 
avenues and the second bet- 
ween Emert and Zippel 
avenues, 

Another _ three-block-long 
sewer line is envisioned south 
of Norwood Drive, running from 
Old Alton Road to Rode Avenue. 

The fee will be based on ac- 
tual hours worked and 
materials used, with a 
maximum fee of $1,800, the 
company stated in its proposal 
to the city. Engineering fees 
will be reimbursed as part of 
the sewer cost. 

The firm is to research the 
projects, survey, provide 
engineering, obtain govern- 
mental approvals and prepare 
plans, specifications. and cost 
estimates. 

The city then will have to 
determine how best to finance 


the proposed projects, possibly 
with a bond issue which will be 
paid back by the residents using 
the new sewers. 

Mayor Schuler told the 
council the new sewers will be 
installed at no cost to the city 
He said whether the residents of 
those areas want to pay for the 
sewers in lump sum payments, 
have a bond issue or finance 
them with a loan will be the 
decision jof the residents in- 
volved. = 
4 “The people should choose 
their own destiny, so to speak, 
as long as we get our money 
back,” the mayor said. 

The other firm Schuler was

A copy was presented 
to council members at the 
meeting. 

Col. Peterson said in his letter 
to Cong. Price that a study had 
been made to determine if in- 
stallation of the Madison 
pumping station had created 
the problem of leaking joints in 
the 84-inch storm sewer. - 

The study indicated, Col. 
Peterson said, that the design 
and construction of the pumping 
station—located on the grounds 
of the Granite City Army 
Installation—did not affect the

Recently, the American 
Broadcasting Company 
filed papers in the U.S: 
District Court for the Cen- 
tral District of California 
calling for White House, 
Justice: Department, 
Watergate prosecution’and 
other documents. It is 
hoped by ABC that these 
might support its claim 
that the government's 
antitrust suit against the 
networks was designed to 
suppress them. 

But whatever the facts, 
relations between the 
executive branch of the 
government, and to some 
extent the Congress, and 
the mass media have been 
deteriorating for several 
years. 

To look upon the ad- 
versary situation between 
government and media as 
a recent phenomenon is a 
mistake. Moreover, to look 
upon it as dangerous or 
something to be corrected, 
is to misunderstand the 
importance of the media 
in a free society. This 
adversary relationship was 
well understood by the 
founding fathers, as they 
gave a privileged position 
to the press and urged upon 
it the widest possible 
dissemination of divergent 
and antagonistic views. 
Thomas Jefferson himself 
suffered under un- 
warranted attacks from the 
press, but was unwilling, 
though provoked to des- 
peration, to consider curbs 
on press freedom. If the 
press was not available and 
able to act as a check on 

*government abuses and 
excesses, then what organ 
of society was there to 
perform this indispensable 
function in an open society? 

The current situation 
between the adversaries 
is seen as being more in- 
tense than at other times 
in our history, and the 
reasoning generally has to 
do’ with opinions about 
motives on both sides. 
Is the. government. out to 
muzzle the media? Are the 
media, and specifically the 
networks, out to ‘get’ the 
administration? In short, 
is there an effort on either 
side to change the adver-

sary relationship rather 
than to deal with issues as 
they emerge? 

Activities of the Federal 
Communications Com- 
mission, the Federal Trade 
Commission, and the Office 
of Telecommunications 
Policy have worried broad- 
casters. They feel that 
pressures through these 
agencies as well as the 
Department of Justice 
constitute a real threat to 
their ability to maintain 
a vigorous industry which 
can operate in the public 
interest. They cite the 
banning of certain ad- 
vertising from the air, 
the imposition of license 
and operating fees, the 


discriminatory aspects of, 


the Federal Campaign 
Elections Act, the anti- 
trust suit against the net- 
works, and the current 
Justice Department threat 
to multi-media ownership 
with the possibility of an 
FCC rule on divestiture of 
co-located newspapers and 
VHF television stations. 
Add to this, inquiries by 
Congress into broadcasting 
operations, and it might 
well seem that govern- 
ment is taking more than 
a healthy interest in the 
industry. 

Other than the presumed 
motive of silencing 
criticism from the press, 
what reason could there be 
for the recent incursions, 
and specifically the anti- 
trust suit against the net- 
works? In a broad sense, 
the answer given is that 
the power of the media can 
weaken the ability of the 
government to govern.

Whether or not one agrees 
with this view, it is true» 
that one of the major 
concerns of the regulation 
of broadcasting in the 
public interest has been to 
curb monopolistic practices 
in order to preserve diverse 
and therefore, 
presumably, insure many 
voices and views on the 
air. Recent data indicates 
that media ownership is 
shifting from visible 
professional entrepreneurs, 
as in the past, to money 
managers who can control 
many influential media -at 
one time. As an example, 
U.S. banks own more than 
33% of four major media 
companies: CBS Inc., 
Dun & Bradstreet, ABC 
Inc., and Capital | Cities 
Broadcasting. This group 
controls 2 networks, 21 
television stations, 38 
radio stations, and 35 
publications of various 
kinds. Banks hold 24% 
of Time Inc., 24% of Metro- 
media, and 20% of Times 
Mirror. Congress is con- 
cerned with this oligo- 
polistic situation to ,the 
extent that it could impede 
the free flow of information 
to the public. A committee 
under Senators Muskie and 
Metcalf is preparing a 
corporate ownership study. 

Again, assumptions 
about motives are made. 
Does ‘‘bigness"’ necessarily 
mean ‘badness?’ Many 
feel it does, and that the 
effect of concentrated 
control of the media can 
only be a more restricted 
amount and kind of infor- 
mation available to the 
public. 

But whatever the tactics 
used on either side, the 
important consideration 
for the public is that the 
adversary relationship be 
maintained, and _ that 
neither side becomes 
powerful enough to weaken 
it. Though there are 
numerous countries in the 
world where the politicians 
have seized power .and 
muzzled the media, there 
is no country in the world 
where the press has seized 
power and muzzled the 
politicians.

But such choices 
are made only in a society 
with a history of putting 
debtors in prison, the 
unfortunate in exile and 
the ecology in hock. 

To leave social planning 
up to ‘business always 
abandons the future to 
the main chance and to 
short range speculation. 
Regulation is required. 
One may hope that where 
there is some advance 
in political practice of 
social and environmental 
morality, there will -be 
commensurate progress 
in the creation of a world 
that is less dispiriting 
visually. 

Unfortunately, ex- 
perience with bureaucracies 
does not bring one to 
raptures of ecstatic hope- 
fulness. For planning 
committees, smug in the 
arrogance of what passes 
for expertise, have ,often 
adopted programs that are 
examples of insensitivity 
gone astray to the point 
of madness. One had 
only to drive by St. Louis’ 
planned slum, Pruitt- 
Igoe, to observe the evils 
brought forth by the do- 
gooder mentality. But 
most, if not all, of the 
horrors of Pruitt-Igoe

The 
first option allows any man or 
woman, with no prior service, 
to join the Guard for a three- 
year obligation of drill partic- 
ipation followed by a three- 
year period of inactive duty. 
‘The second option calls for 
four years of drill participa- 
tion followed by two years of 
inactive duty. 

The Air Guard has adopted 
the ‘'4X4”’ option for ‘‘certain 
hard skill career fields.” 

Major Johnson gave these 
projected loss figures for the 
Army ING based on the num- 
ber of guardsmen whose en- 
listment ends during the 
years indicated: for calendar 
year 1974, 2,143; 1975, 2,075; 
1976, 3,171; 1977, 2,342; 1978, 
897; and 1979, 285. 

“Some of these men will re- 
enlist,”’ he pointed out. ‘‘How- 
ever, it is hoped that through 
some of these new benefit pro- 
grams, more will choose to 
stay in and more will choose 
to join the Guard.” 

He believed the scholarship 
provision would be an incen- 
tive to many high school sen- 
iors.

HOWLETT SAYS 


Honesty is not enough 
to avoid political pitfalls 


Editor’s Note: The pitfalls 
in politics are many, but there 
are those who have been able 
to survive in the political 
world with their reputations 
for integrity intact. Secretary 
of State Michale Howlett, a 
veteran who has avoided poli- 
tie’s traps, describes here the 
femptations that face office 
holders and legislation needed 
to reduce such temptations. 

REPORTER. Where is the 
first place a candidate for 
public office can stub his toe? 

HOWLETT. I suppose the 
first thing you have to do after 
you decide to seek office is de- 
cide if you and your family 
can live on the income. If you 
can't, you should seek some 
other field of endeavor be- 
cause there are:too many op- 
portunities for a man to make 
a mistake and get himself in 
trouble. 


Q. Is honesty enough, or can 
you be tripped up uncon- 
sciously? 

A. I would like to say.that 
honesty is enough, and I sup- 
pose that is something we 
have a right to expect from 
everybody right at the begin- 
ning. That should be basic. 
But unfortunately I don’t 
think it’s enough. You have to 
know how to protect yourself. 
One of the best bits of political 
advice I ever received, the 
man didn’t know he was giv- 
ing it to me. I was at a lunch- 
eon one day with Col. Jake 
Arvey, who has been in poli- 
tics all his life, and he made 
an observation which is very 
true: ‘Political reputations 
are seldom ruined by the prin- 
cipal; they're often destroyed 
by his subordinates.”’ So you 
have to make sure your office 
is organized so there are not 
too many people making deci- 
sions in your name that could 
prove embarrassing to you. 


Q. It seems there are basi- 
cally three ways an official 
gets in trouble — through con- 
tributions, overzealous cam- 
paign workers and through 
subordinates once he gets in 
office. How do you guard 
against that? 

A. You have to get the best 
management and accounting 
advice to set up what controls 
that you can. But with all of 
that, there is no substitute for 
an honest man in office or 
honest people working for 
him. 


Q. How can you determine 
that? We've all seen so many 
cases where supposedly hon- 
est people have led us down 
the primrose path. 

A. You have to, first of all, 
trust your own instincts about 
people, and, where you can, 
lake precautions. In people 
we hire for investigators — an 
area that could be bad if not 
handled right — we give them 
all the Reid test. The Reid test 
is a psychological test to de- 
termine, under certain cir- 
cumstances, whether or not 
you would do certain things. 
Since it is absolutely not fool- 
proof, when a man doesn’t get 
a good mark on the test, we 
give him a chance to explain 
it. We also give him a chance 
to take_a lie test before we 
turn him down. 


Q. What about the whole 
grey area of campaign contri- 
butions? How does a guy run- 
ning for office the first time 
know what to accept and what 
to turn down? 

A. Most times when you run 
for office I think you pretty 
much know, in keeping with 
the kind of office you run for, 
when people give you a contri- 
bution what their motives are. 
If a person gives you a contri- 
bution of $100, $200 or $500, 
many times they do it out of 
friendship or many times be- 
cause all they expect is fair- 
ness out of your office. When 
the campaign contribution 
gets large, you better know 
where it’s coming from and 
you better know you have an 
understanding with the per- 
son from whom you received 
it. 


Q. Would a limit on cam- 
paign contributions, keyed to 
the various types of office, 
impede what has been hap- 
pening? 

A. I think what we have to 
do is establish some type of 
limit depending on the office 
for which you run. But when 
you establish that limit, you 
have to also have to puta limit 
on what a man can spend of 
his own money. 


Q. Did you set a limit on the 
amount of individual contri- 
butions you would accept in 
your campaigns for state au- 
ditor or secretary of state? 

A. When I ran for auditor, I 
never had any problem on 
that because there are not 
that many people interested 
in making contributions for 
somebody running for audi- 
tor. 


Q. But there would be for 
secretary of state. 

A. For Secretary of State we 
did it on a different basis. We 
decided on the individual 
whether to take his money or 
nat. 


Q. Did anybody offer you 
any unusually large sums? 
A. No. 


Q. Did you ever have the 
feeling somebody was trying 
to influence you with their 
contribution? 

A. I don’t know of any case 
of that so far. 


Q. What about campaign fi- 
nance disclosure? 

A. I would not, at this time, 
disclose people that contrib- 
‘uted to my campaign on the 
basis that you should never 
reveal a man’s name who 
gave to a political campaign 
or gave to charity unless he 
knew when he gave that his 
name was going to be re- 
vealed. 


Q. I was referring to a law 
for,mandatory disclosure so 
people would know in ad- 
vance. Would that have an ef- 
fect? 

A. It sure would. It would 
keep a lot of people from con- 
tributing. But think probably 
the only solution to the whole 
thing is complete disclosure of 
campaign funds, 


Q. Do you believe it would

Q. [know that by the time 1 
reach retirement age, I will 
need 40 quarters of coverage 
to be eligible for Social 
Security benefits. I already 
have 30 quarters and I expect

A. It’s difficult to predict 
exactly what the amount will 
be. The minimum amount 
payable now to a 65-year-old 
retired worker is $93.80, per 
month. There is a provision in 
the law to increase benefits as 
the cost of living rises, so the 
minimum amount payable 
when you reach retirement 
age could be substantially 
higher than the present level 


Q. | worked for 27 years, but 
for the last four years I have 
been occupied only as a 
housewife. Someone told me I 
won't be eligible for Social 
Security because I have not 
worked since 1969. This seems. 
unbelievable to me. — Mrs. 
RJM. 

A. Social Security officials 
tell me you have nothing to 
worry about. Your right to 
benefits is not dependent on 
work in recent years. It's your 
overall work record that 
counts and that includes any 
work covered by Social 
Security from 1937 on.

A. I think it’s a question of 
new laws that are responsible 
for it more than anything else. 


Q. What sort of new laws? 


A. First of all you have the 
rights of prosecutors to give 
immunity, which they didn't 
have to such an extent before. 
You've got a thing called the 
Hobbs Act that puts great re- 
strictions on public officials 
that they’ve never had before. 
The Hobbs Act basically says 
an official can't receive any- 
thing of a value that has to do 
with the administration of his 
office. ... There are many 
things being done by the fed- 
eral courts that were only 
done by state courts in years 
gone by 


Q. Are you saying corrup- 
tion existed at the same lev- 
els before but that there 
weren't these areas of detec- 
tion? 

A. I just think there were 
not the laws to take care of 
them before. In many cases 
the state agencies didn’t have 
the money to do it. 


Q. If you were to draft a 
master program to prevent. 
political abuse of any type, 
what would it include? 

A. Disclosure is probably 
the major thing: And also you 
have to put in controls to less- 
en the’ temptation..... Any 
public official should be 
barred for a period of years of 
going into business which he 
has controlled, like the secre- 
tary of the interior should be 
barred from going to work for 
Standard Oil. ... There is no 
substitute for opening the 
windows, letting the sun shine 
in and getting it out into the 
light of day.

checked are in the areas which 
have been experiencing sewer 
breaks, due to a high water 
table. 

The engineering firm 
previously worked for the city 
on sewer failures on Terrace 
Lane. 

The city is to pay the firm 
twice the actual cost of labor 
and fringe benefits, plus direct 
reimbursement and handling 
charges for the costs of travel, 
insurance, subcontracted 
services, consultants, ad- 
ministration, materials and 
miscellaneous expenses. 

In its proposal, the firm 
suggested the city budget 
$30,000 for the survey, but: in- 
dicated the actual cost should 
be less’ than that figure. 

The cost of testings and 
borings will be separate from 
the engineering firm’s cost, it 
was indicated. 

The company plans to define 
existing and potential sewer 
failure areas, develop solutions 
for the problem areas and 
develop a capital improvement 
program and implementation 
schedule to repair and upgrade 
the existing sewer system. 

It proposes to take data now 
being collected by the state on 
the water table and sewer 
problems and add local in- 
formation on the sewers. The 
information then will be up 
dated by field work to deter- 
mine the true status of the 
existing sewer situation. 

The information will be 
analyzed and the sewer system 
studied to determine the 
locations and causes of all past, 
existing and potential sewer 
breaks. Televising the interior 
of the sewers is one method 
which may be used to determine 
the sewer condition 

Information gathered then 
will be used in preparing 
alternate solutions for problem 
areas and a recommendation on 
the most cost-effective solution 
is to be made. 

A final report then will be 
prepared containing the results 
of the investigations, a 
recommendation on a capital 
improvement program, an 
estimate of cost and a work 
implemention schedule 

Fifty copies of the final report 
are to be prepared for the city.

- Senior citizens get 
their own champion

SPRINGFIELD, Il. — “I 
felt I had been telling others 
what to do, so now it was my 
responsibility to take some of 
my own medicine.” 

With that outlook, senior 
citizen Irving Dillard came 
out of his second retirement to 
head Illinois’ Department on 
Aging. 

“I had a whale of a lot of 
things to do,” he explained, 
“but I felt that since I am a 
senior citizen myself I should 
be concerned about others.” 

A native of Illinois, Dillard 
has spent most of his profes- 
sional life in some field of 
journalism. He spent 37 years 
on the staff of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, retiring in 
1960. After a brief retirement, 
he accepted an appointment 
to the faculty of Princeton 
University in 1962 and re 
mained there until July, 1973. 

Dillard took charge of the 
newest of the state cabinet 
level departments on April 1.

Hunters need firearm 
owner identity cards 


Hunters who intend to take 
the field this fall would be wise 
to hunt for their firearms owner 
indentification cards first. 

Owning or handling firearms 
without a valid owner’s ID is a 
misdemeanor which could 
result in a fine up to $1,000 or a 
jail term of up to one year. 

Chief William Bray, head of 
the law enforcement division in 
the State Conservation 
Department, stressed that the 
ID is not to be confused with a 
hunting license, which the 
hunter must also have, with an 
additional permit required for 
some game, like deer. 

The firearms owners’ ID 
cards are issued for five-year 
periods, and the first batch, 
issued in 1968 when first 
required, is now expiring. 

More than 850,000 of the cards 
were issued that first year, and 
will all expire on the holder's 
birthday following the date 
noted on the card. 

Tony Dean, conservation 
department director, said 
applications for renewal should 
be submitted 60 days before the 

. applicant’s birthday to be sure 
there is time to obtain a valid 
card. 

“T urge all gun owners to 
examine their ID card and 
check the expiration date,’ 


Dean said. 

“Tf it expires this year, make 
it a point to get a renewal ap- 
plication form in the mail] right 
away. Action on your part now 
will insure that you will be 
abiding by the law when you 
travel afield to hunt this fall."" 

Any person 18 years old and 
over must have a valid card if 
they own, handle or acquire 
firearms. 

Pefsons under 18 years of age 
must have written consent of a 
parent or guardian who 
possesses a firearm owner's ID 
card, 

The five-year card carries a 
$5 charge, of which $2 goes for 
administrative work involved in 
actually processing the card, 
while the other $3 goes to the 
department's fish and game 
fund. 

‘This fund is used to protect 
wildlife, fund various con- 
servation areas and hunting 
preserves, and provide a hunter 
safety education course. 

Renewal cards are available 
at most sporting goods stores 
and police stations, and from 
county and city offices. Or, 
applicants may write to the 
Illinois Department of - Law 
Enforcement in the state ar- 
mory at Springfield and request 
an application form

“~The Veterans Upward 
“Bound program reports 
“significant progress in the 
“past. year. Through this 
“program, veterans receive 
snine months of benefits 
and are helped to meet the 
“requirements of the GED 
stest, college entrance, 
-vocational school or a job. 
‘Participants receive the 
same monthly payments 
that'they would under the 
federal G.I. Education 
Bill, and the veteran’s 
86-month eligibility is not 
‘reduced if he decides to go 
on to college. 

According to Stein, as 
many as 120 veterans have 
been enrolled at a given 
time in the program since 
it was started in January, 
1973. The number of grad- 
‘uates has been averaging 
‘about seven per month 
since November. 

Stein believes veterans 
will receive more adequate 
‘services at SIUE under a 
supervisory realignment 
which:places the Uni- 
wersity’s Office of Veterans 
“Affairs (OVA) under the 
‘jurisdiction of the Delin- 


quency Study and Youth 
Development Center 
(DSYDC). Robert Gilland, 
director of the DSYDC, 
said, “It’s natural that the 
OVA. should work. closely 
with us because of our 
ongoing programs in youth 
and human development, 
and we are familiar with 
veterans and their prob- 
lems through our-operation 
of the Veterans Upward 
Bound program.” 

Gilland. continued, “We 
can do outreach programs 
together, and we can share 
services which will be of 
mutual benefit to the 
veteran and us. The OVA’s 
tutorial service for college 
students is particularly 
helpful. And our diagnostic 
testing service should be 
of considerable benefit to 
the OVA. We're hoping for 
a ‘marriage of programs’ 
that will mean _ better 
coordination all the way 
around,”" 

Tom Barnes, a Veterans 
Upward Bound instructor 
and program coordinator, 
explains that the 
diagnostic tests place the 
veterans in three cate- 
gories: pre-GED (below 
eighth grade level); GED 
(eighth grade level and 
above, without high school 
diploma); and college prep 
(those who have passed 
GED and need additional 
preparation for college). 

Currently, there are 16 
in the first group, 38 in 
the GED class, and 43 in 
the college prep program. 
Twenty of the group of 43 
have indicated plans to 
enroll at SIUE, and 
several will major in the 
Center’s human services 
program. 

Barnes acknowledges 
that many of the veterans 
in the first group probably 
won't be able to pass the 
GED test within the nine- 
month program paid by the, 
Veterans Administration. 
“But our goal is to at least 
give them something that 
will improve their voca- 
tional ability,’ Barnes said. 

The major thrust of the 
Veterans Upward Bound 
program is to qualify as 
many students as possible 
for a high school diploma, 
Barnes indicated. ‘‘The 
idea is educational enrich- 
ment, encouraging them to 
continue their education, 
whether vocationally or in 
college.”

Stein reports that of the 
10 Veterans Upward Bound 
programs currently in 
operation in the Midwest 
region, SIUE and the 
University of Cincinnati 
are tied for the highest 
number of graduates. 
According to available 
statistics, the program is 
operating at about one- 
fourth the cost per student 
of other programs which 
assist students in ful- 
filling the requirements for 
a high school diploma.

Long Lake area park hinges 
on County Board and costs 


A $73,500 allocation from the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
for a new Madison County park 
north of Pontoon Beach does not 
mean the park will necessarily 
become a_ reality, Louis 
Whitsell, chairman of the 
county’s Parks and Education 
Committee, said this week. 

Whitsell said obtainmg the 
grant may have been the easiest 
step in efforts to establish the 
park, as the county now must 
provide matching funds. 

The 42.69-acre site sought for 
the park is owned by two men, 
including Appellate Judge 
George Moran. The proposal led 
to a dispute in the county 
government two years ago 
when several officials said they 
felt the county parks: and 
education committee ‘was 
willing to pay too much for the 
property. 

Whitsell said that was proved 
groundless after the lowest 
appraisal of the land showed it 
worth’ $147,000. The men once 


were willing to sell for that 
price, ‘“‘but I doubt that price 
éan be held now,” Whitsell said. 
“Something like this is very 
difficult to have approved by 
‘he Madison County Board, 
yecause everyone wants 
jomething -like this in his own 
ict and no one wants to vote 

for it in someone else's 
Jistrict,’” Whitsell commented. 
He said questions yet to be 
sesolved include: Can the 
jounty finance its share of the 
noney over several years? Will 
-the land have increased in value 
so far that the county’s share is 
fnuch more than the amount of 
the grant, even if the land is 
purchased through — con- 
demnation proceedings? And 
can the county raise its half, 
even if the board wants the 


park? 

He said the plan for the park 
has been approved by the 
Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Cymmission and by the East- 


West Gateway Coordinating 
Council as fulfilling the need for 
a park in that area 

The area being sought, 
Whitsell explained, touches 
Route 111 on the east, Long 
Lake on the west, Georgetown 
Drive on the south and land 
owned by Arthur Enterprises on 
the north. The area used to be 
known as Hillbilly Park 

He said it provides waterfront 
property, a 10-acre wooded area 
in the center, and plenty of 
room for a ball diamond and 
recreation areas. 

He described it as ‘‘a picnic- 
type park to serve the whole 
area.” 

“We have crossed a big 
hurdle in getting this grant, but 
it’s probably going to be an even 
bigger hurdle to get the county 
to approve its share of the 
funds. 

“T hope we can get this built 
before, someday, we have to 
tear down a lot of buildings to 
get a park,” Whitsell concluded.

year contract for the 
Milam East Corp; te continue 
garbage and trash collection 
and disposal in Granite City was 
approved Monday night by the 
Granite City, Council. 

The contract was awarded on 
the basis of low bid to 
specifications by the Milam 
East Division of SCA Services, 
Inc. It is retroactive to July 1. 

Milam East must collect and 
dispose of all garbage, refuse, 
tin cans and rubbish and all 
properly packaged leaves. and 


Liability insurance and a 
nce bond must be 
produ by the company. 

It also is detailed that, “‘The 
contractor shall hold itself 
available under separate 
contract with the citizens and 
residents of the city. 


small tree trimmings which can . 


easily be handled by one man, 
from residents of Granite City. 
Businesses are allowed two 30- 
gallon containers full, but 
Milam officials said more will 
be accepted. 

In additon, the contract 
provides that the Milam firm 
will provide collection service 
at no additional charge to St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, all public 
schools and to housing provided 
by the Granite City Housing 
Authority. 


The additional service was * 


questioned Monday night by 
aldermen who asked what the 
cost of collections is at the 
hospital, schools and public 
housing. Aldermen indicated 
they did not feel the city should, 
in the future, pay the cost e 
trash collection for other public 
taxing bodies or a private 
hospital. . 

The aldermen agreed to 
approve the contract, as read, 
but to determine if the cost of 
future contracts could be 
reduced by eliminating the 
hospital, schools and public 
housing from the agreement. 

The new contract was ap- 
proved on a base bid price of 
$348,000 per year, an increase of 
$84,000 over the $264,000 paid by 
the city for garbage and trash 
collection during the fiscal year 
ending May 1. 

Other. provisions ‘of the 
contract call for Milam to* 
provide a site for a sanitary 
landfill which will be available 
free of charge to Granite City 
residents from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
weekdays and Saturdays. 

The landfill also must accept 
all rubbish, grit and sludge 
deposited from the city’s 
sewage treatment plant and all 
rubbish and trees deposited by 
the city’s street department 

Union labor must be used and 
local people are to be hired for 
the work, it is stipulated.

Paul B. Akin, president of 
Laclede Steel Co., reported 
Tuesday that, as he had 
predicted at the last annual 
stockholders’ meetig, 1974 first- 
half earnings were ‘‘ex- 
ceptionally favorable," 

In a statement of operations, 
subject to annual audit, Akin 
reported that net sales for the 
second quarter were $51,057,000 
compared to $35,162,000 last 
year, an increase of 45 per cent 

Net earnings were $4,606,000 
or $11.17 a share, a 325 per cent 
increase over $1,082,000 or $2.63 


a share for the same period last 
year. 

For the first six months, sales 
were $93,177,000 and net ear- 
nings were $6,962,000 or $16.88 a 
share compared to sales of 
$67,133,000 and net earnings of 
$1,962,000 or $4.76 a share for the 
comparable period’ last year 

Akin indicated that this year’s 
first half net earnings of 
$6,962,000 are larger than 
Laclede Steel has ever earned 
in any two-quarter period or in 
any past year.

The requests for ap- 
propriations of $35,000 approved 
-Monday night increased the

Despite the approval of the 
sidewalk requests, the issue still 
may face considerable 
discussion by the council before 
the funds are available. 

The $85,000 must be found- 
somewhere in the 1974-75 
budget, which already 
projected a $900,000 deficit 
before the sidewalk requests 
were initiated. 

. Even if the sidewalk ap- 
‘propriations survive budget 
hearings and adoption, the 
funds still must be found before 
any work can begin. 

Alderman Gerald ‘“‘Jerry”’ 
Parmley of the Sixth Ward, 
chairman of the finance com- 
mittee and an outspoken op- 
ponent of the sidewalk issue at 
the June 24 meeting, started the 
ball rojling Monday night by 
requ@sting a $15,000 ap- 
propriation for sidewalks in the 
Sixth Ward.

Legislative session failed to 
help image of most officials

A game without winners. 

That's the Statehouse 
political consensus of the newly 
concluded session of the Illinois 
legislature. 

No major politician emerged 
from the long drawn-out battle 
with his career enhanced, or his 
prospects for futyre electoral 
triumphs brightened. 

Beneath the Statehouse Dome 
there is a feeling that 
Democratic Gov. Dan Walker 
suffered some erosion of his 
high personal popularity with 
IMinois yoters. 

Walker was strongly and 
persistently criticized for a lack 
of traditional leadership and for 
tardiness in presenting major 
administration programs, 
considered a factor in 
prolonging the January-June 
session to July 13. 

However, Gov. Walker can 
take some solace in the fact that 
the biggest threat to his re- 
election in 1976, Republican 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott, did 
not fare well politically, either. 

Although Scott did achieve 
passage—over Walker's op- 
Pposition—of some legislation 
extending the power of the 
attorney general in state 
government, Scott’s __ in- 
volvement in the deadlock 
preceding the session's windup 
probably cost him some stature 
with Illinois voters and tax- 
payers. 

Statehouse professional 
politicians believe Scott would 
have been wiser to have stayed 
clear of the legislative battle. 

In a somewhat similar 
situation was Democratic Lt. 
Goy. Neil Hartigan, who found 
himself once again publicizedas 
“feuding” with Walker. 

The publi¢ currently is 
cynical about the legislature 
and politicians in general, and 
Hartigan’s association with the 
legislative fracas was hardly a 
plus for him. 

However, unlike Scott, 
Hartigan probably couldn’t 
have avoided major in- 
volvement, especially if he was 
to obtain a long-sought serious 
role in the state’s energy 
development effort. 

Among legislative leaders 
themselves, the session proved 
harmful to any future political 
ambitions, 

Biggest loser was House 
Speaker W. Robert Blair, whose 
switch on the Regional Transit 
Authority (RTA) issue from 
positive to negative may well 
have cost him any chance for 
the Republican nomination for 
governor in 1976. 

At Statehouse, it is ac- 
cepted that Blair’s big problem 
now is to save his House seat in 
the November election. * 

His prospects for being re- 
elected as House speaker should 
Republicans retain control of 
the house are rated as poor. 

In the Senate, neither 
President William C. Harris, 
Pontiac Republican, nor 
Democratic floor leader Cecil 
A. Partee of Chicago, succeeded 
in seizing occasional op- 
portunities for filling the 
leadership void that might have 
brought increased stature to 
either. 

For any Illinois government 
or political figure of 
prominence, it 
achievement to have moved 
through the session without 
tarnish. 

Rated as successful in this 
effort | are Democratic 
Secretary. of State Michael J. 
Howlett, Republican Comp- 
troller George Lindberg and 
Democratic State Treasurer 
Alan J, Dixon. 

Dixon was most fortunate of 
‘glk because he will be on the 


ballet this fall. 

He not only managed to 
avoid involvement in any of 
the legislative controversies, 
but also kept on good terms 
with the many diverse fac- 
tions of his own party. 

How about i 
legislators, espec 
House members, all of whom 


face re-election this fall? 

All undoubtedly lost ground. 

Even those who opposed pay 
raise legislation will probably 
suffer from what is regarded as 
general voter resentment 
against the legislators 

Incumbents in marginal 
districts could be in for a tough 
time.

“But this first 
championship marks _ his 
ascendance to the ranks of the 
tennis great.”

Calling it ‘one more step 
along the path to America’s 
energy independence,"’ Rep. 
Price spoke in favor of the 
Geothermal Energy Research, 
Development and Demon- 
stration Act, a bill up for con- 
sideration by the House. 

Goethermal energy is that 
produced from hot or 
pressurized water below 
ground. The intent of the bill is 
to bring presently unused 
geothermal energy resources to 
commercial demonstration. 

“As our oil resources are 
depleted, said Rep. Price, “we 
must turn to other forms of 
energy production. Coal is the 
most obvious choice of un- 
derground wealth, and I am 
proud that my state of Illinois 
has vast deposits of this energy 
to be used in the future. 

“However, in addition to 
continuing coal research, we 
must also work with any other 
possible energy source."” 

The local congressman 
pointed out that geothermal 
energy has been used ef- 
fectively in other countries, and 
he urged similar development 
in the United States. 

Many geothermal sources 
here are combined with natural 


the 


gas deposits, a circumstance 
Rep. Price sees as ‘‘a double 
incentive to developers of these 
deposits and a boon to the 
energy-hungry nation as a 
whole.” 

The bill authorizes $2.5 
million during the 1974-75 fiscal 
year for the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration to conduct the 
program definition of a national 
geothermal effort.

Rep. Price has advised that

Paul Burns, a member of the 
admissions staff at Southern 
Minois University at Edward- 
sville since 1969, has been 
named the university's first 
director of the new Office of Off- 
Cal Programs.

He added that in the future, 
the coordinator of Conferences 
and Institutes at SIUE_ will 
report to the director of off- 
campus programs, Previously, 
the conferences and institutes 
office was a function of 
University News Servies. 

Burns came to SIUE in 1969 
as an admissions counselor in 
the Office of Admissions and 
Records after retiring from the 
Army as a lieutenant colonel.

Smith sales climb as auto 
products volume improves 


A. O. Smith Corp. on Tuesday 
reported sales of $151,625,000 
and profits of $4,895,000, or $1 
per share, for the second 
quarter of 1974. 

L. B. Smith, chairman and 
chief executive officer, said at 
Milwaukee that while second 
quarter results are significantly 
improved over the depressed 
first quarter of the year, they 
records set 


Smith pointed out that both 
the second quarter and first six 
months _of 1973 were the best 
sales and earnings periods in 
the company’s history. 

In the second quarter last 
year, A, O. Smith had sales of 
$166,356,000. and profits of 
$6,465,000 or $1.31 per share. 
The firm’s plants include 
Granite City’s auto frame 
manufacturing facility, 

The company reported sales 
of $134,698,000 and earnings of 
$600,000, or 12 cents per share, 
in the first quarter of 1974 when 
the energy crisis curtailed 
automobile buying and thereby 
caused A. O. Smith's 
Automotive Division to operate 
at a loss. ‘ 

For the first six months of the 
current year, A. O. Smith had 
sales of $286,323,000 and profits 
of $5,495,000, or $1.12 per share, 
compared with $322,767,000 in 
sales and» earnings of 
$10,999,000, or $2.23 per share, 
last year. 

Increased sale of passenger 
car frames in the Automotive 
Division is the principal 
factor accounting for the 
improved second quarter 
compared with the. first, 
Smith said.

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He also pointed out that 
volume in the division is down 
23 per cent from a year ago 
for the first six months and 
that volume in the second 
quarter was off 15 per cent 
from last year. 

The Automotive Division 
operated at a profit in the 
second quarter, Smith said, 
compared with a loss in the 
first, with increased production 
and cost reduction programs 
accounting for the turnaround. 

In comparing 1974 with 1973, 
Smith said the company’s sales 
and profit decline were mainly 
caused by the Automotive 
Division, although material 
shortages and rapidly rising 
material costs adversely af- 
fected all operating units. 

Smith said sales of non- 
automotive product lines in 
the first six months “were 
slightly ahead of 1973, while 
profits were off somewhat. 

Significant profit declines 
were reported in the electric 
motor and water heater 
divisions, primarily because of 
increased material costs, with 
the Armor Elevator subsidiary 
showing good improvement 
from a year ago when in- 
dustrywide strikes caused 
substantial losses. 

Operations which showed the 
largest percentage sales in- 
crease in the first half com- 
pared with last year were 
petroleum measuring equip- 
ment, elevators and Harvestore 
livestock feeding systems,

the public health department, 
controls start with Bossy 
herself, since all dairy herds 
are routinely checked for 
disease by the department. 

Two inspections are made 
routinely each year, and ad- 
ditional follow-ups are made if 
violations are found. 

Processing plants and 
pasteurization equipment 
receive regular inspections, as 
do bottling and packaging 
operations, 

Throughout the year, the 
state public health lab receives 
samples of both raw and 
pasteurized milk collected from 
all producers in the state. Any 
sample which, on analysis, 
doesn't meet standards is 
immediately removed from the 
market. 

Without the benefit of Dr. 
Pasteur’s treatment, good old 
bucolic Bossy may yield up a 
foaming bucket loaded with 
such fringe benefits as typhoid 
fever, para-thyphoid fever, 
scarlet fever, septic sore throat, 
gastro-enteritis, diphtheria, 
staph food poisoning and even 
more. 

Considering the odds, gam- 
bling the family’s health 
against a few cents saved by 
buying raw milk makes only 
pint-sized sense, public health 
officials feel.

“June rains left high 
water table in state 


Another month of above 
normal rainfall, caused ab- 
normal runoff and overflowing 
lakes and rivers in. most of 
Illinois in June, according to 
William C. Ackermann, chief of 
the Illinois State Water Survey. 
His report covers the period 
prior to the dry spell in the first 
half of July. 

The Mississippi, Mlinois, 
Embarras and other major 
rivers were from six to 10 feet 
above flood stage at the 
beginning of June and remained 
bankfull-or above throughout 
the month. 

Serious flooding and flash 
flooding occurred over the 
weekend of June 22 as heavy 
rainfall flooded the Rock and 
Illinois river basins. 

Sharp rises, as much as eight 
feet, affected the Green 
Pecatonica, Rock, Spoon, 
Embarras, Sangamon and 
Little Wabash rivers. Salt Creek 
in northeastern Illinois also was 
above flood stage. 

Extensive erosion occurred 
because the heavy rainfall hit 
fields with practically no plant 
cover, Ackermann said. 

It is estimated that nearly one 
ton each second of rich farm soil 
from the 906-square-mile 


Sangamon River watershed 
passed over the Lake Decatur 
spillway during the four days of 
June 22-25. 

The two flood control lakes on 
the Kaskaskia River have been 
in a state of flood for more than 
six months. Lake Shelbyville 
was at elevation 620.04 feet, a 
rise of nearly six feet during 
June and over 20 feet above 
normal pool elevation. 

About 3,400 cubic feet per 
second were passing through 
the spillway gates. 

Lake Carlyle rose more than 
five feet in the past month and 
was-nine feet above normal pool 
elevation. It was spilling at the 
rate of 4,200 cubic feet per 


second. r 
Only Rend Lake declined 


during June, from elevation 
407.38 to 406.93 feet. 

The level of Lake Michigan 
rose a quarter of a foot during 
June to 581 feet, which was its 
level one year ago. Lake 
Michigan's all-time high for 
June was recorded in 1886 when 
the level was nearly 582 feet. 

As might be expected, 
Ackermann said, the natural 
water table in areas outside of 
pumping centers was well 
above normal during June. The

Congress urged to reject ‘ban the can’ 
resource recovery proposal 


and adopt 


A spokesman for the 
American Iron and Steel 
Institute has urged Congress to 
reject national “ban the can” 
proposals. 

He instead called for passage 
of legislation which would 
promote municipal solid waste 
processing systems to recover 
valuable metallic wastes for 
recycling and convert other 
trash into useable energy. 

The recommendation was 
made by Géorge A. Stinson, 
chairman and chief executive 
officer of National Steel Corp., 
in testimony prepared for 
delivery before the Senate 
Public Works Committee's 
Subcommittee on Environ- 
mental Pollution. 

Stinson noted that under the 
Resource Recovery Act, the 
steel industry gave dozens of 
cities written guarantees of a 
market for ferrous scrap 
recovered from municipal 
waste by magnetic separation, 
should they obtain federal 
demonstration grants » for 
construction of resource 
recovery systems. 

One ‘such project in this 
metropolitan area, involving 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, Granite City Steel and 
Union Electric Co., has been so 
successful that the power firm 
has announced plans to build a

Scott to spotlight spillage of 
hazardous chemicals in state 


Attorney General William J 
Scott reports he will seek no 
significant changes in the staff 
attorneys now employed by the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency 

He called for maximum 
coordination between the EPA 
and the Attorney General’s 
office ‘‘at the earliest possible 
moment."” 

Scott conveyed that 
assurance to Dr. Richard H. 
Briceland, director of the 
Ilinois environmental agency. 

At the same time, he called 
for an expeditious, joint 
program by the EPA and the 
Attorney General's office to 
draft rules and regulations for 
state-wide protection against 
the accidental spillage or 
leakage of hazardous chemicals 
and substances. The legislature 
failed to enact bills designed to 
provide these safeguards in this 
session, it was noted. 

The Illinois General 
Assembly has approved 
legislation (S. 1357) which calls 
for the Ilinois attorney general 
to provide all legal services to 
the environmental agency. 

Under the new legislation, if it 
is signed by Gov. Walker, the 
present legal staff of the EPA 
will become assistant at- 
torneys-general and all legal 


Expanded bus service 


A bus route to serve the 
Nameoki Road shopping cen- 
ters and The Anchorage area as 
well as a direct bus line from 
the Quad-Cities to East St. Louis 
were pledged by the BiState 
Transit System in.letters to the 
Granite City Council Monday 
night. The changes are to begin 
Sept. 1. 

In a letter to City Attorney 
George Filcoff, read at the 
council meeting, James E.

Washington bureau — Court needs to define extent of executive privilege 


The attitude of the Founding 
Fathers toward a role for the Su- 
preme Court in the impeachment 
process was best expressed by 
Alexander Hamilton in the Feder- 
alist Papers. 

A well-constituted court of im- 
peachment would be difficult to 
obtain in a government wholly 
elective because the offense in 
question would be a violation of 


_ the public trust — and this always 


generates political overtones, 
Hamilton said. He did not believe 
that the Supreme Court was the 
proper tribunal for the resolution 
of impeachment matters because 
it didn’t ‘‘possess the degree of 
credit and authority which might 
... be indispensable toward recon- 
ciling the people to a decision that 
should happen to clash with an ac- 
cusation brought by their imme- 
diate representative.” . 

That was in the late 1780s. Re- 
cently the U.S. Supreme Court 
achieved what might turn out to 
be a dominant role in the current 
impeachment inquiry. Whether 
the ultimate court decision is con- 
sidered favorable or adverse to 
President Nixon, it will heavily 
influence the outcome of the im- 
peachment inquiry that is under 
way and it will establish substan- 
tial precedent for future courts. 


James D. St. Clair, the Presi- 
dent’s attorney,’ leans toward 
Alexander Hamilton’s view. He 
argues that the Supreme Court 
has no role in impeachment pro- 
ceedings, even indirectly. He asks 
the court to remove itself from the 
process, to dismiss subpoenas for 
64 taped conversations and to 
erase grand jury findings as they 
affect the President. . 

Special Prosecutor Leon Jawor- 
ski, on the other side, argued that 
the court, not the President, is the 
final arbiter of the Constitution; 
that the subpoenas should be en- 
forced. 


To say that the court is in a bind 
is an understatement. It will come 
under fire even for deciding 
whether or not to rule on the ques- 
tion of executive privilege — to 
make a judgment on whether the 
President has the authority to 
withhold pertinent information. 
The court’s problem is compli- 
cated by the fact that executive 
privilege is an evolving process 
that is implied rather than stated 
in the Constitution. And yet, if it 
gives less than a definite answer 
on the executive privilege matter, 
a Pandora’s box of problems will 
erupt. Not the least of them will be 
loss of confidence in the Supreme 
Court itself. 


Washington bureau — Warren advanced cause of fairness, equity under law 


Some men and women earn 
their niches in history while they 
still are alive. 

Others do not gain renown until 
they’ are judged by history itself 
because their temporal contribu- 
tions to their society are so con- 
troversial. 

Earl Warren, who died July 9, 
falls in between the two catego- 
ries. He has already earned a 
niche in history on the basis of his 
contributions as attorney general 
and governor of California and as 
Chief Justice of the United States 
of America. 

How large that niche will be will 
not be known for some time, per- 
haps not for decades because Mr. 
Warren presided over the highest 
court in the land at such a critical 
time in our national history. 

His leadership, which sought 


more equal opportunities for all 
Americans regardless of their 
backgrounds, certainly strength- 
ened the U.S. Constitution. Other 
decisions reached during the 17 
years that he presided over the 
Supreme Court may have weak- 
ened the Constitution by en- 
croaching on the powers of Con- 
gress or by putting social causes 
above strict construction of basic 
laws.

We can only say now that he 
was a giant of a figure of his time, 
a man of conviction who pursued 
his goals energetically and sought

Lower speed reducing U. S. highway fatality toll by substantial margin 


A year ago few Americans 
would have believed they could 
achieve a reduction of almost 25 
per cent in the number of traffic 
fatalities on a long Fourth of July 
weekend. It has happened, how- 
ever, and traffic officials around 
the country are almost unanimous 
in attributing the relatively good 
safety record to the 
nationwide 55 mile per hour speed 
limit. 

General highway traffic has 


continued to move in the 55 to 60 
m.p.h. range even after highway 
patrolmen have conceded there 
are so many violations that the 
new limit is almost impossible to 
enforce. From it all we might 
have reason to hope that the ener- 
gy crisis has revived a spirit of 
applying common sense in driving 
— that law or no law, it is not 
worth the risk or the expense to 
get that extra measure of speed 
out of our cars.

When asked if the deleted 
portions named those on 
President Nixon’s so-called 
“political enemies’’ list, 
McClory said, ‘I don’t want to 
go any further than that.’" 

McClory also made the Béint 
that committee members, in 
listening to the tapes, ap- 
parently were able to sort out 
many of the passages marked 
“jnaudible’’ or “unintelligible” 
in the White House version.

Talented: Report to the 
Congress of the United States,” 
describing gifled students as 
“among the most neglected of 
those persons with special 
educational needs" within our 
school population. 

The Illinois Plan for 
Evaluation, Supervision and 
Recognition of Schools states 
that “every school district shall 
make provisions for students of 
different talents, intellectual 
capacities and interests.” 

When denied the opportunity 
to develop in relation to their 
abitities, our gifted and talented 
students are in fact being 
cheated of the right to their

People who want to quit 
smoking can try eating oranges 
instead. * 

Aresearch psychologist at the 
Outspan Organization in Britain 
conducted an experiment with 
two groups of confirmed 
smokers. 

There was only one 
requirement—when they felt 
the urge to light up, the smokers 
were to eat a piece of orange, 
preferably sucking the juice out 
first. 

After three weeks of con 
trolled orange eating, the 
number of cigarettes smoked by 
the groups dropped an average 


of 74 per cent. Twenty per cent 
of one group quit smoking 
altogether. 

Dr. Edward Hernandez 
claims the evidence suggests 
that eating oranges is a good 
substitute for cigarette smoking 
during the initial period of with- 
drawal. The effect of citrus 
fruits, particularly oranges, on 
the palate is similar to the 
“bite” experienced by smoking 
a cigarette. 

There is another interesting 
fact, too—smoking reduces the 
supply of vitamin C in the body, 
while oranges build it up. Some 
studies show that vitamin C 
contributes to a feeling of well- 
being and also reduces the

_GC city auto license fees likely 


to be revised for '75-76 year 


A proposal to revise the cost 
of purchasing a new city vehicle 
license in Granite City was 
defeated by the Granite City 
Council Monday night, but the 
aldermen agreed there are 
inequities built into the new 
system which should be revised 
for the next fiscal year starting 
in May 1975. 

Fifth Ward Alderman Walter 
Nonn brought the issue to -the 
floor, saying he had received 
several complaints from people 
who purchased different cars 
after the city license deadline of 


May 15 and had to pay what he 
termed a penalty. 

The new city vehicle licensing 
ordinance provided for city 
stickers to sell for $3 through 
the May 15 deadline, and $5.50 
after the deadline. 

“Cars bought after the 
deadline should not be paying a 
penalty if they (the owners) can 
show a receipt that they just 
purchased the car," Nonn said. 

Alderman Roy Poulos of the 
Third Ward agreed, saying, 
“We penalize the good guys, 
and the bad guys (who do not 
purchase city licenses) get by." 


No new strike talks planned 


No new meetings had been 
arranged this week between a 
federal mediator and officials 
and striking employes of 
Fabricland in the Nameoki 
Village Shopping Center. 

Seven retail clerks, all 
women, have been on strike 
since failure to reach 
agreement on an initial contract 
late last month. The employes 
unanimously voted to join 
Retail Clerks Local 435 of Wood 
River during a National Labor 
Relations Board election May 
15, union officials said. 

Representatives of both sides 
met with the mediator Thur- 
sday, but no progress was 
reported. 

Picketing at the local store is 
continuing during business 
hours, but company officials 
said business is being conducted 
by management personnel 

A union spokesman said the 
employes were paid from $1.35 
to $1.90 per hour before the 
strike with only one employe 
making the top scale. Wages 
begin at $2.17 per hour and go up 
at all other local stores where 


the union has been accepted, the 
spokesman explained. 

A spokesman for the 
Fabricland chain sqid he had no 
comment on the strike and 
would not say if the union’s 
figures were accurate. 


Certificate to 
teller at bank 


William Selvo, note teller at 
American National Bank of 
Granite City, has earned the 
American Institute of Banking’s 
certificate for special banking 
courses. The announcement 
was made by Donald Van Horn, 
executive vice-president of the 
bank. 

Selvo, an employe of the bank 
since 1972, is a graduate of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale with a degree in 
finance. 
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Agreement also came from 
Alderman Clyde Boyd of the 
Third Ward, who said, “That 
was not the intent of the or- 
dinance.” 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward said it is unfair 
that persons purchasing 
stickers for new atuos after the 
deadline should be penalized, 
but said he felt that too many 
people already had paid the 
penalty to stop it during this 
fiscal year. 

He suggested that the or- 
dinance be revised for the next 
fiscal year to provide @ 
liberalized transfer fee ‘‘of 
maybe @ buck.” 

Sixth Ward Alderman Gerald 
Parmley said the ordinance 
also has presented a problem on 
$1 stickers for senior citizens. 

“We should have limited 
senior citizens to one sticker 
each, Some have gotten three or 
four. We have sold 1,500 senior 
citizen stickers and the or- 
dinance was set up for maybe 
500 at the most," Parmley said. 

He explained that the or- 
dinance was intended to give 
senior citizens $1 stickers and to 
make up for the lost income to 
the city by charging more for 


stickers after the May 15 
deadline 
Parmley said that, as 


chairman of ‘the committee 
which drafted the ordinance, he 
would take any criticism caused 
by its wording, but he felt the

present policy should be con- 
tinued through the end of this 
fiscal year. 

It was suggested that all city 
stickers cost $5 next year, ex- 
cept the senior citizens’ 
stickers, which would cost $1 
and be limited to one for each 
car owner over 65 years of age. 

City Clerk Robert W. Stevens 
said 15,700 city auto stickers 
have been sold thus far this 
year. ‘‘We’ve never sold that 
many before. We must be doing 
something right,” he said. 

Alderman Nonn persisted, 
saying, ‘Two wrongs do not 
make a right.” 

He asked for the ordinance to 
be revised immediately to 
provide a $1 transfer fee for 
persons purchasing different 
cars, and limiting senior 
citizens to one sticker each. 

“Any little help we can give 
the taxpayers, I think they 
appreciate,” he added. 

Alderman Emerald Dawes of 
the Seventh Ward disagreed, 
saying the city’s record-keeping 
system would not allow rebates 
to perspns who already have 
paid the $5.50 to transfer their 
licenses, and it would be unfair 
to start charging less now. 

The proposal to revise the 
ordinance this year lost ona 10-4 
vote, with Nonn, R. E 
Robertson of the Fourth Ward, 
Boyd and Steve Basarich of the 
Fifth Ward voting for im- 
mediate revision.

Can a trial lawyer who can’t 
hear the judge in court deduct 
the cost of a hearing aid as a 
business expense? 

Can a movie stuntman deduct 
the costs of physical therapy 
classes? 

Can an ever-punctual Army 
officer deduct the costs of his 
wristwatch or a clock he in- 
stalled in the enlisted men’s 
barracks? 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has said ‘“‘no’”’ to these samples 
from its gallery of attempted 
business deductions. They in- 
dicate the differences that 
sometimes arise between a 
business or professional person 
and the IRS over application of 
the tax law. 

However, the chief source of 
disagreement in an IRS 
business audit is less likely to be 
over what is deductible than 
over how much, This is: a 
problem that good business tax 
records can solye, a spokesman 
in the Springfield district office 
has advised the Press-Record. 

The income tax Jaw requires 
every’ business pergon to 
maintain records that will 
support complete and accurate 
returns. 

No particular form of records 
is required, so a bookkeeping 
system can be adjusted to 
business needs. But permanent 
books of accounts or records, 
including inventories, must 
clearly establish not only gross 
income but also deductions and 
credits. 

Some ofthe permanent books 
needed in business are: 

A daily summary of cash 
receipts, which lists cash sales 
from the register tape, cash 
sales slips, or any other cash 
received during the day, as well 
as cash collections on account. 

A check disbursement 
journal, a daily entry of checks 
drawn on a business checking 
account, each numbered and 
listed under the appropriate 
expense heading, such as rent, 
interest, payroll, materials and 
supplies, taxes, etc. 

‘An income journal, a monthly 
summary of income activity, 
showing such items as receipts, 
sales tax, and cash on hand. 

‘A depreciation record, kept 
on a continuous basis, giving a 
description of the depreciable 
asset, the date it was acquired, 
its cost, salvage value and 
basis, the depreciation method 
used, and the amount 
depreciated each year. 

An employe compensation 
record, kept for each employe, 
whether full or part-time, 
recording the number of hours 
worked ina pay period, his total 
pay for that period and withheld 
deductions. 

A business checkbook—for 


Financial records vital for 
sound business management 


most small business, the basic 
record source for maintaining 
their books. 

Why keep what appear to be 
elaborate books and records? 
There are sound business 
reasons, such as managing 
efficiently, detecting 
pilferage. keeping track of 
profits and inventories, and 
preparing credit applications, 
to name a few, the IRS points 
out. 

‘The tax advantage of keeping 
good records is no less im- 
portant. 

In addition to resolving IRS 
audit questions, good records 
ensure that a business taxpayer 
takes the full amount - of 
deductions. For example, 
without a record of the cost and 
other information about 
business assets, the 
depreciation allowance cannot 
be determined. 

If the assets are sold, become 
fully depreciated, or capital 
improvements are made to 
them, only a permanent record 
will reflect the unrecovered 
cost. An overlooked deduction 
also could cost more in extra 
tax. 

Another tax plus of keeping 
good business records involves 
the capital gain and loss 
provisions of the income tax 
law. 

After the sale or exchange of 
an asset, the gain may receive 
preferential tax or the IRS may 
place certain restrictions on the 
amount that may be claimed as 
a loss, depending upon what 
kind of property it is, how long 
the taxpayer held it and how the 
taxpayer disposed of it 

Thus, to take proper ad- 
vantage of the capital gain and 
loss provisions, business 
records should show the 
acquisition date of an asset, its 
use and its disposition. 

Records help determine true 
business income by identifying 
the source of cash and property. 
While many of these receipts 
will be taxable, others will not. 

For example, the issuance of 
stock, money or property 
pumped back into the company, 
loans, appreciation in value of 
property before a gain is 
realized, and some exchange of 
property are a few of the 
transactions that do not involve 
income tax. 

Without records identifying 
all receipts, a business person 
may be unable to substantiate 
that some are from sources 
that make them non-taxable. 

Finally, good records have a 
direct bearing on Social 
Security benefits received upon 
retirement or disability. 
Because these benefits are tied 
to earnings, business records 
should show the amount of

If a business person needs 
help in setting up records. to 
take full advantage of such 
provisions, IRS 
service representatives are 
available all year long to an- 
swer tax questions. 

In all areas of the country, 
taxpayers may call the IRS toll- 
free. Or, if they prefer, tax- 
payers may write or visit an 
IRS office. 

Internal Revenue also has 
many booklets on business 
record keeping and taxes, such 
as Publication 583, ““‘Recor- 
dkeeping for a Small Business.”” 
Most of these publications are 
free. : 

The IRS offers a_ special 
service for people planning to 
“Your 
Business Tax Kit” (Publication 
454) Is a package of the business 
tax forms and tax publications, 
specially fashioned to meet 
personal business needs. 

The kit also contains the 
name, address and telephone 
number of an IRS taxpayer 
service representative. It is 
constructed like a folder to 
provide a convenient file for 
storing copies of returns and 
related records. 

Taxpayers starting a new 
business are told of the 
availability of the kit when they 
receive an employe idén- 
tification number from the IRS. 

A business person may 
simply visit an IRS office to 
obtain the package, and the IRS 
will explain its contents and 
answer any questions. 

Discussions such as. these 
between .a business man or 
woman and the IRS may help 
keep some tax deductions from 
winding up in'the IRS gallery of 
attempted business deductions, 
the spokesman concluded.
